The Louisiana Annual Conference of the Methodist Episcopal Church, 
met Wednesday morning, October 12, 1927, Bishop Robert E. Jones, D. D. 
LL. D., presiding. 

The Bishop conducted the devotional exercises administered the Sac- 
rament of the Lord's Supper, assisted by the District Superintendents and 
W. G. Alston. 

"Guide me O thou Great Jehovah'' was sung in memory of Mrs. 
Susis Wilson, a loyal and faithful member of Mallalieu Church, New Or- 
Orleans, who had just died, being elected a lay delegate to the conference. 
St. Paul's choir, directed by Prof. R. E. Brown and Mrs., Nellie Alston, 
rendered excellent music during the opening exercises of the Conference. 

Former Secretary, S. S. Earles called the roll of the Conference not- 
ing the absentee. See Conference roll. As the names of the Deceased 
were called the Conference stood with bowed heads singing a hymn. 
Hubbard Daniels prayed. 

Electing Officers. Jessie D. David nominated W. Scott Chinn and T. 
A, Brown nominated John A. Lindsey. W. Scott Chinn received 63 votes 
and John A. Lindsay, 50. W. Scott Chinn was declared elected. The fol- 
lowing assistants were confirmed: John A. Lindsay, W. H. Jones, A. M.

T. A. Hampton, W. L. Davidson, J. E. Brown, W. C. Hayward, F. J. Tho- 
mas, Charles W. Reeves, Conference Rail Roard Secretary. 

The Bar of the Conference was fixed to extend beyond the 5th win- 
dow. 

The Printed Program, in so far as practicable, and the regular 
adopted rules and regulations of the Conference were made the official 
guide in its deliberations. The time of meeting at 8:30, and adjourning 
at 12:30 was adopted. 

A. B. Harris elected reporter, H. S. Sloan made collector of Book 
Accounts. 

The Bishop presented the drafts from the book concern, amounting to 
$1793; Chartered Fund, $40 totaling $1833. Dr. E. M. Jones presented 
drafts from the Board of Pension and Relief amounting to $700 as Divi- 
dends; $11.30 interest on investments and $187.25 returned money sent 
during the year, totaling $828.55. These several drafts were received and

BOARD OP HOME MISSIONS AN CHURCH EXTENSION WORK 
PRAISED — C. Si. Stanley offered a resolution relative, to the work of the 
Board of Home Missions and Church Extension in its appropriation to 
the Conference in caring for the pastors, building churches and its rural 
activities. See resolution. 

BISHOP JONES' EPISCOPAL SUPERVISION ENDORSED— 
C. S. Stanley offered a resolution duly seconded by many, extoling- and 
commending the work accomplished by Bishop Robert E. Jones, during 
the quadrennium. Upon motion of W. Scott Chinn, seconded by W. G. 
Alston, the Conference voted to petition and memorialize the on-coming- 
General Conference, urging and requesting the return of Bishop Robert 
E. Jones to the New Orleans Area for another quadrennium. 

JESSIE DAVID PRESIDING— During the discussion of these reso- 
lutions and motions relative to the Bishop, Jesse David, presided. Many 
were the expressions of appreciation given by those present which re- 
sulted in the same being adopted by rising vote. 

BISHOP JONES SPEAKS— Being deeply touched by the words of ap- 
preciation and assurance of hearty support in his work as Resident Bishop, 
and at the unanimous request for his return, Bishop Jones availed himself 
of the opportunity to speak. He reviewed briefly some of the things that 
he sought to do in an effective and constructive way, and thanked every 
one for the support and co-operation promised.. He pledged himself anew 
to the task of serving: the Church that had placed him in so responsible 
a position. The Conference sang with much fervor "Beloved, We are the 
Sons of God". 

PROPOSED OVATION TO BISHOP JONES— The Conference voted 
to tender an Area— wide ovation to Bishop Jones, April 18, 1928, fixing 
Wesely Church— the "Mother Church" of Methodism as the place.'

Conference Rules of Order 



The Conference being duly Chartered and a body politic, as well as 
an integral part of the Methodist Episcopal Church do hereby adopt the 
following rules and regulations for its government and deliberations: 

1. In all church matters and deliberations the Discipline of the church 
shall be the official guide, its interpretations subject to the decision 
of the General Conference. 

2. The hours for meeting and adjourning shall be from 8:30 A. M. to 
12:30 P. M. The first half -hour for devotional exercises. 

3. District Superintendents shall provide pastors with the Statistical 
blanks before arriving at the seat of the Conference. Same to be 
properly filled out, from the regular Church record,. These must be 
Reported the FIRST day to the Statistician and Treasurer. 

The morning of the 3rd day the names of the delinquents shall 
be called in "open conference". After which, any one failing to re 
port must appear before the Conference and offer an apology. 

4. All committees, not otherwise provided for, shall be nominated by 
the District Superintendents in open conference. Any member for 
cause may be excused from serving on two or more committees at the 
same time. In appointing the Standing Committees, the District 
Superintendents are requested to see to it that every member is as- 
signed to some one Committee. 

5. All resolutions, reports, etc., shall be submitted in writing, a copy 
of which shall be given to the Secretary. 

6. In making verbal reports of church work, in open conference, only 
World Service, Conversions and accessions, subscriptions to the 
Southwestern with Conference Claimants shall be reported. 

7. No member shall present charges against another member in open 
conference, without having previously notified the accused and his 
District Superintendent in writing. All such charges may be referred 
to a Select Committee. 

8. The President and Secretary of each Standing Committee represent- 
ing the several departments of the church shall have full charge and 
preside in the anniversaries for said Department}. All matters per- 
taining to said Department shall be presented to that committee for 
action. 
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9. The Missionary Sermon shall be preached on the THIRD DAY at 
3 P. M. The Preacher's Aid Society shall meet the SECOND DAY at 
10:30 A. M. The Conference Board of Examiners shall arrange to 
examine all applicants the day before the Conference. Those other- 
wise qualified will report to the Board and Committee on Conference 
Qualification meeting the requirements of the Discipline. 

Failing to do so, subjects the applicant to delay in qualifying. 

10. No member or those seeking membership shall absent himself from 
the Conference session, so as to delay the business of the same. 
Loitering around, arriving late as well as untidy appearance is un- 
Methodistical and will not be excused. Loud and useless conversation 
during the Conference session will not be permitted. 

11. Neely's, Cushing's and Smith's Parliamentary Practices shall be the 
guide in governing the Conference. 

12. Those receiving monies for Conference Beneficiaries MUST GIVE to 
the Secretary, a written receipt for the same, showing that the same 
was duly paid. The Secretary shall keep all such transactions in 
book form for future reference. 

13. The Treasurer's report shall be duly audited and same passed upon 
by the Conference, also the Board of Stewards, and Board of Home 
Missions, and any others holding funds for the Conference. 

14. The Conference duly recognizes the work of the Preacher's Aid So- 
ciety and the Ministers' Wives Association and recommend them to 
the thoughtful care and support of every one. 

15. The Conference designates, Easter as World Service Rally Day; 
From April to May as Every Member Canvass; The week before 
Easter, as Clean Up week and the other established days as request- 
ed by the Boards of the Church. Pastors and church officials will 
observe these signal days and report concerning them. 

16. The Conference Post Master and Sexton shall be duly paid for the 
services rendered, and the Cofnerence shall defray its own expenses 
either by free will offering or special taxation. 

17. The Journal as adopted shall be the OFFICIAL JOURNAL of the 
Conference, yet in cases where omissions are made, upon the testi- 
mony of competent witnesses, such omissions may be rectified or cor- 
rected in open conference. 

18. The Conference Secretary shall be the Custodian of the corporate seal,

The Conference met at 3 p. m. in the afternoon of the first day's 
session, Bishop R. E. Jones presiding. The usual devotional exercises 
were conducted.

W. J. Hampton, jr., District Superintendent Lake Charles District, 
had his character passed and reported the work of the District. Hubbard 
Daniels, District Superintendent Le Teche District had his character 
passed and reported his work. Jesse David's character was passed. 

WORLD SERVICE GIVING 
The Bishop told of the awful slump in World Service giving and of 
the effort made upon the part of the World Service Commission, to have 
the amount yet due raised by October 31st. He made an earnest appeal 
in open Conference, requesting that every pastor would help bring up 
the allotted amount asked of the New Orleans Area and the Conference. 
In order to do this, an open account was taken in Conference amounting 
to upward of $1158 or more. 
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The Bishop in open Conference commended the District Superin- 
tendents and effective elders upon the Monroe District for the fine show- 
ing and the raising of more than three-fourths o fthe quotas as asked by 
the World Service Commission. These were roundly applauded by the 
Conference for such a report. 

J. W. Turner was appointed to preside in the select committee of 
S. S. Earles, Hubbard Daniels selected as Counsel for the accused. T. A. 
Brown to represent the church. H. J. Williams, secretary. The Select 
Committee was instructed to proceed at once with the trial and investi- 
gation. 

Statistician J. A. Lindsay and Treasurer W. J. M. Price made import- 
ant announcements relative to their work and the place of meeting for 
receiving; reports, etc. Announcements. Introduction of visitors. 

Dr. H. C. Seidel, Superintendent Sagere, Brown Orphanage, Baldwin, 
La.; O. E. Woolfork, Beaumont, Texas, and P. D. Mayes, of Houston, 
Texas, were introduced. Upon request Brother Mayes delighted the Con- 
ference with his Gospel singing, which was greatly enjoyed by all. 

Benediction by Dr. H. C. Scidel. Adjournment. 

NIGHT SESSION— First Day. 
The evening session began at 7 p. m. wit ha song service. Arthur 
Robinson and T. A. Hampton conducted the devotional exercises. H. J. 
Williams, presided. Welcome addresses were delivered by Miss Jessie 
Davis, representing the church and officials; Rev. M. H. Wells, the C. M. 
E. Church; Rev. M. F. Foust, the Congregational Church, and Rev. M. 
T. Jackson, the Baptist Church. Each was heard gladly and to the de- 
light of all. J. A. Lindsay responded in a happy and felicitous strain. 

W. Scott Chinn made important announcements with reference to the 
Ovation to Bishop Jones, and read the appointing of special committees, 
etc. G. C. Hilton, W. D. Martin, W. C. Haywood, J. D. H. Frazier, F. W. 
Brown, G. C. Hayward and W. G. Alston acted as Stewards. Collection 
$18.50. 

Brother F. D. Mayes sang several selections and was given a purse. 

Prof. M. S. Davage spoke on World Service and Missionary Educa- 
tion instead of Dr. Bert E. Smith, who was not present. Announcements 
and Benediction by W. G. Alston. 

SECOND DAY'S SESSION 

Lake Charles, La., Oct. 18, 1928. 

The second day's session of the Louisiana Conference met at 8:30 
a. m., Bishop R. E. Jones, presiding. Devotoional exercises. Travis Lar- 
kins led in prayer. 

The Secretary read the Journal of the first day's session, morning 
and afternoon which was adopted. The roll of absentees was called. 
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Statistician J. A. Lindsay, and Treasurer W. J. M. Price made important 
announcements concerning their work. 

An executive session being made the order of the day at 9 a ,m., the 
Conference went into executive session. M. R. Walker and W. D. Martin 
were made Sergeant-at-Arms, and guarded the door. 

Executive Business of the Session. 

Jesse David read the following which was submitted as a program 
for consideration — See copy of subject submitted. 

Upon motion of Arthur Booker, duly seconded, each item was to be 
considered serially. 

Article No. 1 was postponed for further consideration, pending the 
arrival of President E. O. Kreige, of New Orleans University, so as to 
have him in conference upon the subject of University endowment, etc. 

Article No. 2 with reference to conference membership and recruits 
for the ministry was considered caefully, and a numbe of motions and 
counter motions were made relative to the appointing of a Commission 
to study and make a survey of the Conference, by district and charges. 
Finally, upon motion of Arthur Booker, seconded by D. S. Sloan, the mo- 
tion prevailed that such a Commission be appointed, consisting of the Dis- 
trict Superintendents, heads of the educational institutions. This prevailed 
after J. O. Brown, offered an amendment, which was adopted, making 
in addition to the above, one Commissioner-at-large from each district to 
study and work with the Commission in developing a practical and work- 
ing program for increasing the Conference membership and' also encour- 
aging young men to enter the ministry. 

The Commission was authorized to be appointed at this Conference 
with full power to act and report at the next session, 1929. 

Article No. 3 — with reference to adopting ways and means for build- 
ing a greater Flint Goodrich Hospital, was made the order of the day for 
Friday, at 10 a. m. at which time, Dr. W. H. Knight, Bishop Jones and 
others would talk and -make known the plan for carrying out the wishes 
as expressed in the Article. 

Article No. 4 — relative to a complete and careful study of the present 
plan of Pension and Relief as now before the Conference received much 
attention. Those speaking upon the subject helped the Conference to 
bcome better acquainted with the work, and see the necessity of taking 
some sort of action as would better meet the object and purpose of the 
same. 

W. Scott Chinn led the discussion, followed by D. S. Sloan, W. G. 
Alston, Arthur Booker, Arthur Roberson, J. H. Thompson, and Hubbard 
Daniels. 
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In presenting the facts concerning the standing of the Conference 
with the Board of Pension and Relief at Chicago, W. Scott Chinn told of 
the proposed legislation now before the general church as to pensions and 
relief, stating that it was necessary that the Conference give careful con- 
sideration to the matter, for as it now stood, the old plan offered but 
little relief and if the new plan would be adopted, none of the present 
Conference membership would be able to enjoy its privileges, for it would 
only apply to those joining in and after 1929 and that, that condition ex- 
cluded every one present. 

A letter from Dr. W. B. Farmer, Executive Secretary of the Board 
was read pertaining to the importancy of the matter, also a report of the 
amount raised and sent in, in the four years under which the present plan 
had been operated, amounting to only $203.07, for the entire Conference. 
This, together with the method of seeking to help build a Permanent 
Fund for the Conference was considered cause for much dissatisfaction 
and the Conference so expressed itself by show of hands, none in favor 
of a continuance, while upward of 90 or more registered disapproval. 

W. G. Alston offered a motion, duly seconded by Hubbard Daniels, 
that the entire subject matter, be left in the hands of the Resident Bishop 
and the Board of Pension and Relief for adjustment, holding that the 
Conference had no rights in the premises. Several offered objections 
to the motion. C. S. Stanley spoke in favor of the present condition, and 
sought to lay the blame upon the members of the Conference solely, 
citing his own action as evidence. The Bishop stated in full the status 
of the agreement under which the Area Representative was appointed 
and read that part of the same to show how it should be done, also told 
of the vital part that the conference played in creating the office, also 
underwriting salary, up-keep, maintainance and the like. 

DR. E. M. JONES SPEAKS 

Presented thus, and upon th« suggestion of the Presiding Bishop and 
ready consent of the entire Conference, Dr. E. M. Jones, Area Represen- 
tative of the Board of Pension and Relief was permitted to state the case 
and justify the results of his labors for the four years time that he had 
acted as such. He presented what he thought was the cause of the failure 
to build up the work, viz:— telling of the signed pledges, and yet unpaid, 
amounting to $9,000; the failure of the brethren to rally to the many calls 
and appeals made by him from time to time; also the failure to co-operate 
with him in repjorting any large amount so as to build the fund. He 
urged the new proposed plan of 5% and told of what it would yield, upon 
the basis of the salary paid the members of the Conference, and declared 
that if the 5% plan was worked and faithfully observed that in a, short 
while, the results would be encouraging. He sought to give statistics to 
prove his argument. Arthur Booker in particular refuted the argument 
presented by Dr. E. M. Jones and called especial attention to the real 
need of the Conference taking some definite action about the matter. 
Arthur Roberson moved, duly seconded by W. A. Hilton, that the present 
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plan be continued for six months so as to give ample time for further 
study, consideration, and discussion by the other Annual Conference in- 
volved, out of due deference to all concerned. This motion prevailed. 
W. G. Alston moved, duly seconded by Hubbard Daniels, that the arrange- 
ment for final adjustment of the matter be left with the Resident Bishop 
and the Board of Pension and Relief subject to the approval of the Con- 
ference. This motion prevailed. 

The time being far spent, the Conference referred the qustion of the 
Preacher's Aid Society to a later date, with the adopting of a motion that 
th Preacher's Aid Society meet and submit to the Conference a full and 
complete report of its activities, etc., during this session. 

The Conference again returned to "open session," and proceeded to 
other business. A hymn was sung, "Guide Me O Thu Great Jehovah." 

W. C. Hayward was added to the Committee on publishing the Journal. 

The Select Committee in the case of S. S. Earles reported nol-prossed 
and acquittal. J. C. Calvin reported the work of the Shreveport District, 
which; was well presented and showed marked progress and much good 
work accomplished. W. H. Gray, upon behalf of the district presented 
him with a valuable purse in token of appreciation of the work and 
service rendered. Jesse David reported the work of the New Orlans 
District. Being the center of the Conference activities, he presented his 
report in a telling way and showed great progress and work now going 
on. Especial mention being made of the work at New Orleans Univer- 
sity, Flint Goodrich Hospital, Peck Home, La Fon Old Folks Home, Peo- 
ple's Community Center, and the work of Deaconess Pugh in Social and 
Community work. 

The character of W. C. Haywood was passed and he presented a writ- 
ten report as Supjerintendent of th La Fon Old Folk's Home, which 
showed the number, class and kind of inmates within the Home, num- 
bering 49, with 18 90 years of age and over. The report showed property 
valued at $60,000, with rentals of upward of $5,000 or more annually, 
and stated that the Annual Budget called for more than $10,000 yearly. 

Deaconness Lillian Pugh repjorted her work in the City of New Or- 
leans. While new, and hardly begun, it showed that it was taking root 
and that properly supported and followed up that in! time it would be a 
credit to all concerned. Her character was passed, and the work refer- 
rd to the committee on Deaconess work. 

Select Committee in Case of F. R. Butler 

Charges having bee preferred against F. R. Butler during the year, 
and a prliminary investigation having been held which suspended him 
until the Conference met, the case was considered, and the Conference 
ordered trial by Select Committee of 9. The following were appointed: 
W. G. Alston, L. H. Smith, L. L. Green, H. W. Gray, W. C. Haywood, 
O. C. Daigle, S. J. Jackson, John McKee, M. L. Baldwin. G. C. Hayward, 
chairman; Chas. Anderson, secretary. 
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John A. Lindsay was selected at attorney for the Church; M. C. Har- 
risonT attorney for the accused. The committee was asked to meet at 
6 p. m. today. 

Introduction of Visitors— Dr. and Mrs. W .H. Knight, dean of Flint 
Goodrich Hospital were introduced. Friday morning at 10 a. m. was made 
the order of the day to consider ways and means of helping Flint Good- 
rich Hospital in its proposed building project. Bro. Mays was asked to 
sing a spiritual, which he did in a splendid way. Upon invitation of 
the Conference and Bishop, H. W. Gray, a "home product',, also sang 
and was heartily cheered for the same. 

Arthur Booker reported the program for the Memorial Service in honor 
ana memory of the late Bishop Joseph C. Hartzell, which was adopted. 
The memorial was made the order of the day, Friday at 11 a .m.. See 
program. 

The Committee on Conference Relation was appointed as follows- 
W. Scott Chinn, Arthur Booker, W. J. M. Price, H. J. Williams G C Hay- 
ward, R. F. Long, W. H. Lang. 

The Rev. W. D. Lewis of Port Arthur, Texas, was introduced. 

Dr. H. C. Seidel, Superintendent Sager Brown Orphanage, Baldwin 
La., reported the work of the Orphanage and urged upon the Conference 
standing right back of the Orphanage and continuing its interest in the 
same. A standing invitation was extended to every one to visit the Or- 
phanage and to remember it in their prayers. 

The usual announcements were then made. A. W. M. Obee to preach 
at 4 p. m. 

The Bishop addressed the Conference from St. Matthew 6-24— "No 
man can serve two masters, for he will hate one and love the other » The 
exergesises were full, instructive, educational and inspirational Many 
new angles were given the familiar passage and the Bishop displayed a 
wealth of knowledge upon SERVICE and the double sidedness of many 
apparent Christians who seek to serve both God and the devil He closed 
the address with a ringing appeal to serve only God. -Guide Me O Thou

Board of Negro Education and Epworth League. J. W. Turner and Dr. G. 
D. F. Belcher conducted the devotional exercises. The program for the 
evening consisted of brief, and helpful talks by Deaconess Pugh, repre- 
senting that work; Mrs. Ruth Carter representing the work supervised by 
her in Maryland under direction of the Women's Home Missionary Society 
of New York City; Dr. W. H. Knight, Dean, Flint Godrich Hospital, New 
Orleans, who told of the aim, scope, and service that the Hspital sought 
to render to all the people.

Under Question 5, H. L. Clark and Anthony Taylor having passed 
in all of the studies were advanced to the 2nd year. 

Netter L. Baptiste continued in studies of 2nd year. 

Patrick M. Jones and Netter Baptiste having passed a satisfactory 
examination were elected full members and admitted. 

Theodore R. Albert having graduated from the Theological Seminary, 
and completed the Conference Course of Study and previously admitted 
into full membership, was ejected to Elder's orders. Henryi R. Bernard, 
David L. Davidson, John L. Kerwin, and Rufus B. Sandford having com- 
pleted in regular order the Conference Course of Study, were graduated, 
and elected to Elder's orders. Netter Baptiste, Patick M. Jones, and 
Theodor A. Albert signed the Disciplinary Pledge as required to debt and 
the use of tobacco.

G. C. Hilton had his character passed and continued in the Super- 
numerary relation for the 5th year. 

Robert Jones' character passed, and continued in the Supernumerary 
relation, with the request that he locate another year. 

E. H. Langston's character passed and continued in Supernumerary 
relation, 4th year. 

Order of the Day Called 

The order of the day being fixed for 10 a. m. the consideration of 
ways and means, of underwriting the raising of finance to help build Flint 
Goodrich Hospital was called. Dr. W. H. Knight was introduced and 
spoke at length upon the need, place and service now being rendered by 
the Hospital; of its administrative and medical arrangement, with special 
care for every one and especially the ministry; of the Nurse Training 
Course offered to women of the Race; of the urgent place of a ward for 
children and many other necessary equipment in every way. The presen- 
tation by Dr. Knight was well put, informing and served its purpose 
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Many spoke feelingly of the work done, and the especial care given 
them in time of sickness and great need. Bishop Jones followed up the 
address, telling in an inspiring way and manner of what the Hospital 
stood for; the aim ad scope of the proposed hospital, of the great interest 
already manifested by those educational funds, having to do with helping 
to establish hospitals and closed with a ringing appeal, which met a ready 
and hearty response from the Conference, who voted solidly to back 
every move to put the hospital across. This being done, through invita- 
tion, Mrs. W. H. Knight was presented to the Conference and expressed 
her desire to work, and help erect the hospital. 

The following resolution was adopted unanimously, and urged to 
start with the coming year to the carrying out of its wishes. 

The Commission as proposed would consist of 

1 District Superintendents. 

2 Two pastors, 

3 Two laymen, one of whom shall be a woman. 

One of each from each district. 

The resolution called for a minimum gift of $1 per year, for three 
years from every member and friend. 

W. Scott Chinn, spoke; also Scooler Jackson, who gave the first $5, 
followed by Wm. Cldwell. 

Questin 40 — Where shall the next Conference be held? 
Jesse David nominated Haven Church, New Orleans. 
J. O. Brown nominated Natchitoches. Eeach received hearty seconds. 

Upon vote being taken, Natchitoches received 62; Haven 70 and hav- 
ing received the highest number of votes was declared the seat of the 
next session of the Conference. 

Upon rcommendation of the Cabinet, by motion, duly secnded, Wm. 
Emmette, J. C. Clark, A. B. Venerable, J. A. Vincent, LaPayette C. Thmas 
and John A. Landry were referred to thdl Committee on Conference Re- 
lation. 

J. H. Thompson on behalf of the brethren of the Baton Rouge District 
presented District Supjerintendent B. J. Reddix with a purse; he in turn 
replied feelingly and expressed deep appreciation for the same.

and a vote of thanks given Brother Hayward.

On World Service 

Recently the New Orleans Area was in a great slump in its world 
service givings.

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CHARTER OF THE LOUISIANA ANNUAL CONFERENCE OF THE 
METHODIST EPISCOPAL CHURCH IN THE UNITED STATES 
OF AMERICA 

United States of America, State of Louisiana, Parish of Orleans, City 
of New Orleans, Be it known, That on this 24th day of January, in the 
year of our Lord, one thousand, nine hundred and eleven, and of the 
Independence of the United States, the one hundred and thirty-fifth, be- 
fore me, Gabriel Fernandez, Jr., a notary public, in and for the Parish of 
Orleans, duly commissioned and qualified and in the presence of the 
witnesses hereinafter named and undersigned, personally came and ap- 
peared, the several persons whose names are hereunto subscribed, who 
severally declared to me, notary, that availing themselves of the laws of 
the State of Louisiana in such cases made and provided, they have cove- 
nanted and agree and bind themselves as well as all such other persons as 
may hereafter become associated with them, to form a corporation and 
body politic in law, for the purposes and objects, and under the articles 
and stipulations herein set forth. 

ARTICLE I — This corporation shall be known and styled as the 
Louisiana Annual Conference of the Methodist Episcopal Church, in the 
United States of America, and under its said corporate name shall have 
power and authority to enjoy succession for the period of ninety-nine 
years from the date hereof, unless dissolved according to law, to con- 
tract, sue and be sued, to make and use a corporate seal, and the same to 
alter or break at pleasure, to acquire and possess by any title whatever 
real and personal property and to dispose of same, as the interest and 
convenience of said corporation may require, to elect such officers and to 
make and establish such by-laws and rules and adopt such code of laws 
or constitution as they may see fit, not contrary to the constitution or 
laws of the State of Louisiana or of the Methodist Episcopal Church in 
the United States of America, and the same to alter or amend as may 
be necessary or proper. 

ARTICLE II — The domicile of this corporation shall be the City of 
New Orleans, and all legal process shall be served upon the president of 
this corporation and in his absence or inability to act, upon the vice- 
president, and in his absence or inability of both of these officers, to act, 
upon the secretary, and in his absence upon the treasurer. 

ARTICLE III — The object and purposes for which this cor- 
poration is established are hereby declared to be, for religious and edu- 
cational purposes and for the promotion of Christian instruction, the 
support of public worship, and the advancement of God's Kingdom among 
men, in accordance with the Articles of Religion and the Doctrines and 
General Rules of the Discipline as set forth in the fundamental law or 
Constitution of the Methodist Episcopal Church in the United States of 
America. 
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ARTICLE IV — The officers of this corporation shall consist of a 
president, a vice-president, a secretary, and a treasurer, one of whom shall 
reside in the City of New Orleans, and such other assistant officers as 
this corporation may determine. The officers of this corporation shall 
be elected quadrennially by ballot on the third day of the assembling of 
the annual conference, No person shall be elected to office who is not 
a full member of the Annual Conference. A majority of the votes cast 
shall elect and the officers so elected shall hold office until the assemb- 
ling of the next quadrennial conference, or until their successors are 
elected and qualified. 

ARTICLE V — A Bishop shall preside in the Annual Conference; in 
case no Bishop is present, a member of the Conference appointed by the 
Bishop shall preside, but if no appointment is made, or the person ap- 
pointed does not attend, the conference shall elect a presiding officer by 
ballot, from among the elders present and without debate. 

ARTICLE VI — The following persons shall compose the first offi- 
cers of the corporation, to-wit: Rev. B. M. {Hubbard, president; Rev. 
Valcour Chapman, Ph. vice-president; Rev. J. 0. Richards, secretary; 
Rev. Hubbard Daniels, treasurer. A failure to hold an election at the 
time specified shall not act as a forfeiture of this charter. 

ARTICLE VII— Whenever this corporation is dissolved, either by 
limitation or otherwise, its affairs shall be liquidated under the super- 
vision of three liquidators appointed from among the members of the cor- 
poration at a meeting of the conference convened for that purpose. Said 
liquidators shall be chosen by a majority vote and shall remain in office 
until the affairs of the corporation shall have been fully liquidated and 
the amounts derived from the sale of such properties as this corporation 
may then own, shall after payment of its debts, be given to the Freed- 
man's Aid Society of the Methodist Episcopal Church in the United 
States of America, in the event of death or disability of one of the liquida- 
tors, the survivors or survivor shall continue to aefy 

ARTICLE VIII — This charter may be altered or amended by a two- 
thirds vote of the members of the conference at any regular meeting of 
the Annual Conference. 

Thus done and passed at my office, at the City of New Orleans, on 
the day, month and year first above written, in the presence of Messrs.. 
Rene C. Metoyer and John B. Hall, competent witnesses, residing in this 
city, who have hereunto signed their names together with the appearers 
and me, notary, after reading of the whole.
